'Eco-campaigners' talk tough as they outline 
plans to stop E.0N's new green power station 


'WE'LL SHUT 
KDKSNORTH 
COAL PUNT 


ECO-campaigners plan to 
“shut down Kingsnorth” 
later this year when they 
stage a week-long protest 
outside the power plant. 

The law-breaking act was 
announced by Camp for Climate 
Action spokesman Mel Jones during a 
public meeting with Grain villagers 
and police. 

The pressure group this week con¬ 
firmed its stance to Yourmedway, say¬ 
ing some of the 2,000 activists expect¬ 
ed to attend August’s anti-coal camp 
would be willing to risk arrest and

prosecution in order to ensure their 
message was heard. 

Spokesman Isabelle Michel said: 
“The Camp for Climate Action has col¬ 
lectively decided that we will aim to 
shut down Kingsnorth power station. 

“Coal is the dirtiest of fossil fuels 
and has no place in a sensible strate¬ 
gy to deal with climate chaos. There is 
only one thing to do with fossil fuels: 
leaving them in the ground. 

“Some participants in the camp will 


be prepared to break the law as some¬ 
times it is the only way to induce the 
changes that are necessary.” 

The Camp for Climate Action and 
fellow eco-activists Greenpeace have 
hit out at E.ON’s plans to build coal- 
fired units at Kingsnorth, saying the 
plant would emit more than eight mil¬ 
lion tonnes of C02 each year - mak¬ 
ing it “one of the most climate-wreck¬ 
ing plants in Europe”. 

The environmental implications of 
the controversial proposal were cham¬ 
pioned by Conservative leader David 
Cameron on Monday morning.

The campaigners took over the plant in a one-day protest against 
E.0N r s plans to build coal-fired units on the 72-acre site. 

Eighteen protestors chained themselves to the station's conveyor 
belt system while a six-man crew scaled the 200ft chimney stack. 

They abseiled down later that evening, daubing Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown's first name on the brickwork in big white letters.

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Cut it out say 
council chiefs

ACRES of grass across 
Medway have been left to 
grow wild and unkempt by 
council contractors. 

Figures released by council offi¬ 
cials show grass cutters Quadron are 
failing to keep Medway’s picturesque 
green spaces maintained - receiving 
almost one fine per day throughout 
2007/08. 

Community services chief Howard 
Doe admitted the council issued the 
firm with 352 fines in the last finan¬ 
cial year - at £100 a piece - and has 
sent out 234 more since April. 

The bill, which is approaching the 
£6,000 mark, comes despite a 48- 
hour ‘rectification’ period between 
the problem being identified and a 
fine. 

The Liberal Democrat group said 
its councillors had been inundated 
by complaints by angry residents. 

Cllr Diana Smith said: “It is dis¬ 
graceful that the council has been 
unable to make the contractor cut 
the grass despite all these fines. 

“Local taxpayers are paying for a 
service they are simply not getting.” 

The party’s deputy leader Andy 
Stamp added: “The council is failing 
in its duty to residents. Wherever 
you look around Medway there are 
overgrown grass verges and neglect¬ 
ed open spaces that should have 
been cut back weeks, or in some 
cases, months ago.” 

Mr Doe said Quadron had put 
measures in place to solve the 
problems.

He said: “This is a serious matter 
and the contractors are working 
hard to address the shortfalls. 

“We have agreed an action plan, 
and at their own cost, the contractor 
has brought in additional grass cut¬ 
ting teams, including a hit squad. 

“We are also bringing in additional 
sub-contractors, again at the con¬ 
tractor’s cost, to tackle a number of 
sites where priority action is 
required.” 

Quadron’s managing director of 
the environment division Clive Ivil 
said: “There have been some prob¬ 
lems with grass cutting programme 
in Medway due to some operational 
difficulties. 

“We have put an action plan in 
place and I can confirm that we have 
taken on additional staff to assist 
with this as well as extra tractors 
and mowers.” 


£1 tunnel comes with £3.65m 


COUNCIL bosses have agreed to 
buy the Medway Tunnel - paying 
just £1 for the freehold. 

The council will accept full respon¬ 
sibility of the upkeep of the 
Gillingham to Strood tunnel, taking 
over from Rochester Bridge Trust. 


As part of the buy-out the council 
will also pocket a one-off payment of 
£3.65 million from the trust. 

The tunnel had been leased by 
Medway council under a 999-year deal. 

The proposed agreement is subject 
to Charity Commission approval. 


Recreate wild 
walk of Hogarth 

HIKING fans are being invited to fol¬ 
low in the footsteps of artist William 
Hogarth later this month - complet¬ 
ing a testing eight-hour trek from 
Rochester to Grain. 

The tough walk is being organised 
by the Band of Historical Hillwalkers. 

Spokesman Rick Bison said: 
“William Hogarth visited Medway in 
1732 and by his own account, which 
he published and illustrated with 
images of the towns, he and his mates 
were quite a wild bunch. 

“To our knowledge nobody has 
recreated this walk and there are 
moves afoot to build on part of the 
riverside path so it’s likely that in a 
year or so it’ll be impossible to do so.

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Bob does it again 
to upset Gordon

REBEL MP Bob Marshall-Andrews 
has once again broken party ranks 
- this time supporting former Tory 
frontbencher David Davis’ one-man 
civil liberties campaign. 

The veteran Medway MP’s unlikely partner¬ 
ship with Mr Davis arose from last week’s 
Commons vote on the Government’s 42-day 
Terror Bill, which saw the controversial propos¬ 
als narrowly backed. 

The decision prompted the Shadow Home 
Secretary to resign from his position, forcing a 
one-policy by-election in the now vacant con¬ 
stituency of Haltemprice and Howden in 
Yorkshire. 

Mr Marshall-Andrews, the only Kent Labour 
MP to vote against the proposal, promised to 
join Mr Davis on the campaign trail - yet again 
defying party leader Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown. 

The surprise support may cost Mr Marshall- 
Andrews his job, with the parliamentary com¬ 
mittee meeting today to discuss whether he has 
broken party rules. 

Undeterred, the Medway MP said he hoped 
colleagues within the Labour Party would fol¬ 
low his lead, even though Mr Davis’ resignation 
has been dismissed by some political thinkers 
as nothing more than a publicity stunt. 

Speaking to The Observer, Mr Marshall- 
Andrews said: “They can’t muzzle the whole of 
the party and it seems to me foolish in the 
extreme in the present climate to start describ¬ 
ing civil liberties as a stunt.

“I have had e-mails asking Why does it take 
a Tory to say this?”’ 

Under party rules, Mr Marshall-Andrews 
risks expulsion for campaigning for the opposi¬ 
tion. 

However, the maverick MP said that since 
Labour appeared unlikely to contest the vacant 
seat, he considered himself free to speak so that 
“the voice of a substantial part of the Labour 
Party may be heard”. 

Labour has not yet announced whether it will 
put up a candidate in the by-election, which 
would affect a decision on whether Mr 
Marshall-Andrews has broken party rules.

Sponsors want 
a cheaper deal 

THE fallout of Gillingham FC’s relega¬ 
tion to the bottom tier of English football 
looks set to worsen with the official shirt 
sponsors cutting their funding ahead of 
the new season. 

Kent Reliance Building Society has 
confirmed it is in talks with the Gills 
regarding the amount it will give the 
club this year. 

The Chatham-based firm pays to have 
krbs.com on the players’ shirts and to 
have the team’s home ground of 
Priestfield stadium preceded by krbs. 

A three-year deal was struck up 
between the parties last year, however 
the overall value of the arrangement 
was based upon success - or failure - on 
the field. 

Chief executive Mike Lazenby said: 
“An agreement for year one was based 
upon Gillingham being in League One. 

“If they were promoted, we would be 
negotiating to pay more, but because 
they were relegated, we’re negotiating to 
pay less.” 

Talks are continuing ahead of the 
Gills’ opening game of the 2008/09 cam¬ 
paign, away to Bournemouth on 
Saturday, August 9.

Extra castle gigs 
given go ahead 
despite opposition 


Mr Cameron announced plans to 
implement a tough greenhouse gas 
emissions standard, which throws 
the future of the plans into doubt. 

Unveiling his ‘Blue/Green 
Charter’, the Tory leader said: “By 
capturing the carbon dioxide pro¬ 
duced in generation and burying it, 
carbon capture and storage could 
reduce our coal-based carbon emis¬ 
sions by up to 85 per cent. 

“We really could get the energy 
we need without harming our envi¬ 
ronment.” 

He added: “Now is not the time to 
lose our nerve over the green agen¬ 
da. We can go green while strength¬ 
ening our economy and saving peo¬ 
ple money.” 

The charter was backed by the 
World Development Movement. 

Head of campaigns Murray 
Benham said: ‘We’re delighted the 
Conservative leadership appears to 
have seen the light on the issue of 
dirty coal. 

“There’s a strong and growing 
coalition of people speaking out 
against the coal power station, 
including wildlife, climate and anti 
poverty campaigners. 

“David Cameron seems to be lis¬ 
tening; Liberal Democrat leader 
Nick Clegg is listening; but the 
question is will Gordon Brown lis¬ 
ten?” 


COUNCIL bosses have dodged a 
potential summer concert disaster - 
which could have seen one of the four 
outdoor gigs cancelled. 

Medway council’s events team had 
faced the prospect of pulling the plug 
on opening act Soul Party or the 
Royal Philharmonic Orchestra after 
planning next month’s Rochester 
Castle performances in breach of the 
venue’s licensing agreement. 

But yesterday licensing chiefs 
decided to amend the historic castle 
grounds’ terms to allow up to five 
consecutive nights of live music - up 
from its previous maximum of three. 

Residents living nearby to the cas¬ 
tle were opposed to the decision, say¬ 
ing the three-day limit was set as a 
way of keeping both music fans and 
homeowners happy. 

In a letter objecting to the plan 
Rosalind Carreck, of Boley Hill in 
Rochester, wrote: “That decision went 
some way to meet the objections of 


local residents while not compromis¬ 
ing the enjoyment of others. 

“The arrogance of the directorate 
astounds me that after just one 
series of concerts they should seek to 
extend the concerts to five consecu¬ 
tive days - a situation far worse than 
the one preceding it. 

“For those living in the catchment 
area the noise from a series of five 
summer concerts on five consecutive 
days would be intolerable.” 

Explaining yesterday’s decision by 
the licensing panel, a Medway coun¬ 
cil spokesman said: “The panel decid¬ 
ed that the number events of this 
nature should be restricted to ten 
each year. 

“Events should not continue for 
more than five consecutive days, and 
there should only be no more than 
one event of this length in any single 
year. 

“Noise levels should not exceed 65 
decibels.”

Please help us find 
my missing father

THE distraught family of missing 
Alzheimer’s sufferer Amaijit Lehal 
have made an emotional appeal for 
help to find him. 

Wife Ravinder Lehal and son Haijit called 
for people to come forward with any 
information on the 69-year-old’s whereabouts 
during a brief press conference at Medway 
police station last Wednesday. 

Mr Lehal has now been missing for three 
weeks. 

Tearful Ravinder was too distressed to 
comment, but Haijit said: “As time goes on 
we’re getting increasingly concerned for my 
father’s safety. We have no news regarding his 
whereabouts. 

‘We’re just trying to keep our hopes up. He 
loves to go for regular walks and 99 per cent of 
the time he comes home fine. 

“Because of his condition he sometimes 
takes the wrong turn and, as he doesn’t like 
putting people out, he may not have asked for 
help. 

“He’s very independent and we enjoy having 


him at home. We are still hopeful we will find 
him. As he’s a former teacher we know lots of 
people in Medway will recognise him.” 

Mr Lehal was reported missing on Tuesday, 
May 27, after he failed to return to his 
Chatham home from his regular walk. 

A family friend said he spotted Mr Lehal in 
Bluebell Hill later that day, prompting a 
thorough search of the village by police. 

Despite the immediate response, officers 
were unable to find Mr Lehal. 

As the days passed, police enlisted the help 
of police dogs, a helicopter and volunteers to 
scour the Bluebell Hill area but were again 
unsuccessful. 

Mr Lehal is 5ft lOin, slim, with short 
black/greying hair and a full beard. On the day 
of his disappearance he was wearing a long- 
sleeved blue checked shirt, blue trousers, a 
navy jacket and grey trainers. 

He has gone missing before and has 
previously been seen in Strood, Rochester and 
Sittingboume. 

Sergeant Tim Harris, who is leading the 
search, said: We would like to hear from 
anyone who knows where Mr Lehal is. 

“We are increasingly concerned for his 
welfare and keen to reunite him with his 
family. I would like people to take a good look 


at Amaijit’s photograph and call us if they can 
help us locate him.”

Internet reveals 
area's notorious 
'dogging' sites

BEAUTY spots, pub car parks and 
lay-bys are among several locations 
in Medway listed online for seedy 
late-night ‘dogging 5 sex sessions. 

Dozens of easily-accessible websites list a 
number of dimly-lit locations across the 
region where singles and couples can meet 
for casual sex. 

Hotspots include the Riverside Country 
Park and Three Mariners pub car park, both 
in Lower Rainham Road, Gillingham, a lay-by 
on the A226 in Higham and Upnor beach. 

Other websites give ‘doggers’ the 
opportunity to advertise themselves on the 
internet - making contact with like-minded 
people and arranging a place to meet. 

Responses 

Online user ‘Kentguy’ wrote: “Hi, young 
bisexual couple looking to meet in the 
Medway towns. Not sure of dogging 
locations, but can meet at a discrete place. 

“Looking for similar, but singles welcome. 
Have to be young, under-25, clean and fit.” 

His ‘Doggers from Kent’ post received a 
number of responses. 

‘Gaging4it’ wrote: “Hello, I’m from Essex,

I don’t condone that sort of behaviour 
and don’t know how the pub became known 
for it. Having said that, we’ve not seen 
anything while we’ve been here and it’s not 
affected our business.”

CCTV on engines will aid 
firefighters in their work 

A STATE-of-the-art fire engine equipped 
with CCTV cameras will go into operation in 
Medway today. 

The £192,000 vehicle also has special foam 
and fan systems to enhance crew safety. 

Firefighters have undergone two weeks of 
intensive training to become accustomed 
with the new appliance. 

Kent Fire and Rescue Service spokesman 
Steve Demetriou said: “This vehicle is the first 
in a programme of service fleet improvement 
which will ensure our firefighters can continue 
to provide a first class service to the public.” 

During the past year, KFRS reported 11 
incidents of verbal or physical abuse against 
its crews and although that number is 
relatively low - particularly compared to 
other fire and rescue services - it is hoped the 
CCTV will further deter anti-social behaviour. 

Mr Demetriou added: ‘We will not tolerate 
abuse against our crews. 

“The new appliance in Medway is a pilot 
project which may be repeated throughout 
the county if it proves successful.”

PCSOs are not reducing 
crime claims new report 



MORE WORK: Police officers search people in the street but a new report says police community support officers do little 
to help reduce crime in areas recording high crime levels so Task Teams will be introduced to act as an enforcement arm

AN investigation into the impact of 
police community support officers 
has discovered they have little 
impact in areas where crime is high. 

PCSOs, as they are known, are members of 
support staff employed, directed and managed 
by their county police force. They complement 
and support police officers, and are designed to 
offer greater public reassurance. 

They do not have the same powers as police 
officers, however. 

Ann Barnes, chairwoman of the Kent Police 
Authority said she welcomed the evaluation 
report into the effect of PCSOs but emphasised 
more work needs to be done in the field of 
reducing anti-social behaviour. 

This will involve introducing teams of officers 
each responsible for a specific area which has 
encountered problems. 

Investment 

Mrs Barnes said: “Our first report showed 
that where we had deployed police community 
support officers the quality of life of residents 
had improved and crime had lowered. 

“However, this time our second report has 
shown that in high crime areas the impact has¬ 
n’t been felt and that’s one reason why we have 
allocated new Task Teams’ to be introduced in 
September to act as the enforcement arm of 
neighbourhood policing.” 

The report was discussed between top police 
officials and members of the authority at a 
meeting which looked at the role of the officers 
in the past 12 months. 

Mrs Barnes, who gave the go ahead to fund 
the PCSOs, said: “We must critically look at our 
investments and understand what benefits 
they are bringing. 

“It’s our duty to the public to make sure we 
are getting a return and not wasting money. 

“The authority didn’t rush headlong into our 
investment, we researched, ran pilot pro¬ 


grammes and evaluated them before other 
forces and the Government. 

“To have police officers patrolling for the 
same number of hours as police community 
support officers we would have to find an extra 
£3 million a year - impossible to do. 

“This report is warts and all and is valuable 


to the authority and force and highlights point¬ 
ers where we need to make changes - which is 
why we carried out the research. 

“We remain confident that police community 
support officers do a good job on the streets, they 
provide a uniformed presence and are invalu¬ 
able to Kent Police and the service it delivers.” 


Energy firms 
need power 
to drop bills 

ENERGY companies have ignored 
Government warnings to stop overcharg¬ 
ing thousands of low income families in 
Kent on their fuel bills, the National 
Housing Federation has claimed. 

British Gas, E.on, Npower and 
Scottish and Southern Energy are con¬ 
tinuing to charge households with pre¬ 
payment meters nearly £300 more for 
their gas and electricity than better-off 
customers who set up online accounts, 
according to figures published by the 
consumer watchdog, Energywatch. 

They also pay up to £89 more than cus¬ 
tomers who pay their bills on a quarter¬ 
ly basis - despite paying for their fuel up 
front and rarely switching supplier. 

The Government had been expected to 
use reserve legal powers to compel the 
energy companies to lower their tariffs 
for such customers - following a high 
profile campaign by the National 
Housing Federation, and a number of 
leading charities. 

But the companies were given a “last 
chance” by the Chancellor Alistair 
Darling, warning them to slash their 
charges. 

New figures released by Energywatch, 
revealed Npower charged prepayment 
meter customers £298 more than those 
on their cheapest tariff. 

British Gas was a close second, charging 
£264 more, while E.on slapped a premium 
of £206 for customers using prepayment 
meters. And Scottish and Southern 
Energy (SSE) charged its prepayment 
meter customers £171 more than those 
signed up to their cheapest tariffs. 

The major providers said they have 
agreed on a £250 discount for those who 
are struggling to meet their bills whatev¬ 
er their method of payment. 

A spokesman for Npower added: 
“Anyone can change their method of 
payment. It is quite often the case that 
prepaid meters are used by landlords of 
tenanted properties so that there are no 
outstanding bills at the end of a period of 
tenure. But if anyone objects to this they 
can ask their landlords for a change.”

THE National Health Service cele¬ 
brates its 60 th birthday next 
month - an anniversary marking 
the greatest revolution in health¬ 
care in the world. 

And to mark the occasion, we want to hear 
from anyone who shares their birthday with 
the much-admired service. 

So, if you were bom between July 5, 1948 - 
the day the NHS itself was created - and 
December 31 of the same year, we want to 
hear from you. 

Tell us your story of a lifetime under the 
umbrella of a state-run health system, which 
was the envy of the world when it was unveiled. 

We want you to share the highs and lows of 
the NHS experience, through its good times 
and tough times. 

It might be the birth of your own children 
and grandchildren, or tales of life-saving oper¬ 
ations and caring nurses who really did make 
a difference to your life or your loved ones. 

The NHS was introduced by Clement 
Attlee’s Labour government in the aftermath 
of World War Two as part of a cradle-to-grave 
welfare state to protect the whole population.

CRIMINALS profiting from polluting the 
environment by illegally dumping waste are 
being targeted in a crackdown. 

Defra - the Department for Environment, 
Food and Rural Affairs - has launched a con¬ 
sultation in a bid to clampdown on a prob¬ 
lem which plagues the Kent countryside. 

Illegally dumped waste can be found any¬ 
where, from roadsides and lay-bys to private 
land, and can range from large domestic 
items such as fridges and mattresses, to gar¬ 
den refuse and tyres. 

The cost of removing the waste, some of 
which is hazardous, falls to individuals and

This is in stark contrast to nations such as 
the USA, where to receive healthcare requires 
insurance premiums and millions of 
Americans have no cover whatsoever.

dispose of waste responsibly but then dump¬ 
ing it in public areas. These are the people 
we have in our sights. 

“It costs £100 million every year to investi¬ 
gate and clear up illegally dumped waste. 
This consultation will give everyone the 
opportunity to have their say on how we can 
tackle these crimes.” 

Among the measures proposed are dou¬ 
bling the maximum fine to £10,000 and 
making it an offence to provide false and 
misleading information on a waste carrier 
application form and for failure to notify of 
changes to registration details. 



Mosquito to buzz 
off after debate 


KENT Youth County Council (KYCC) 
members have been praised by local 
authority chiefs for their role in helping ban 
the use of so-called Mosquito devices. 

The devices - which emit high-frequency 
sounds which can only be heard by those 
under 25 - are used to prevent youngsters 
gathering outside public buildings. 

But Kent County Council has confirmed 
it is among one of the first authorities in the 
UK to ban them from its sites. 

Since their introduction in January 2006, 
they have been installed across the country 
in more than 3,500 locations. 

KYCC members were invited to debate 
the issue with KCC’s cabinet earlier this 
year by Mike Hill, the councillor responsi¬ 
ble for community services. 

At a full county council meeting in May, it 
was agreed that KCC would ban the use of 
the device and it would lobby central gov¬ 
ernment for a national ban. This is on the 
grounds that they infringe young people’s 
rights and target all young people, regard¬ 
less of how they are behaving. 

It was also felt that their use “contradicts 
the authority’s duty to represent young peo¬ 
ple and listen to and respect their views”. 

Cllr Hill said: “I am grateful to KYCC 
members for helping to debate this issue. 
These devices are abhorrent and give com¬ 
pletely the wrong message to young people. 

“The noise may result in youngsters mov¬ 
ing away when there is no need for them to 
do so because they are causing no harm. 

“I am grateful for the strong views of 
KYCC which informed the county council 
debate and the decision that was taken. 

“This is testament to how seriously we 
take this issue and how important it is that 
our young people are listened to.”

PARENTS of persistent non¬ 
attending pupils have been 
slammed in Ofsted’s report of 
Luton Junior School. 

Inspectors found the school was unable to 
coax a small amount of parents into getting 
their children into the Chatham school. 

Ofsted’s Patricia Davies wrote: “Although 
the school also works very hard to promote 
and celebrate good attendance, it remains 
below average. 

“Despite its robust endeavours to make 
improvements with the very small minority 
whose attendance is poor, the school has not 
been able to persuade all parents of the edu¬ 
cational importance of coming to school regu¬ 
larly and frequently.” 

The criticism was made in the report’s in- 
depth summary, which explained the school’s 
‘satisfactory’ grading. 

The school’s greatest strength was said to 
be its pastoral support for pupils and their 
families. Students’ good personal develop¬ 
ment was also described as a real achieve¬ 
ment, and the majority of youngsters have 
made good progress and are enthusiastic 
about their school. 

Mrs Davies wrote: “The overall effective¬ 
ness of Luton Junior is satisfactory. 

“The school’s assessment information 
shows the majority of pupils have made good 


progress since the start of the school year. 

“Indeed, for about a third, progress has 
been rapid. There are also variations in the 
rate of progress, however, within and 
between year groups. 

“As a result, achievement as a whole is sat¬ 
isfactory. Inconsistencies are also present in 
the quality of teaching, which is often good, 
but not always.” 

Inspectors noted the school could improve 
further by promoting the educational impor¬ 
tance of attendance; ensuring progress is 
consistently good or better to raise standards 
in English, maths and science; and making 
systematic checks on teaching quality. 

Headteacher Jillian Oliver said: “I’m very 
pleased with the Ofsted report and proud of 
all the staff and pupils who make Luton 
Junior School the great place it is. 

“The inspectors recognised the hard work 
and efforts made by staff in continuing to 
raise standards of achievement despite the 
school’s challenging circumstances. I am 
especially pleased the inspectors found the 
school to be orderly and harmonious. 

“Having identified attendance as an area to 
be further improved the inspectors did also 
acknowledge the school was already doing 
everything that was possible. 

“Myself and all who are part of the school 
believe the positive inspection is something 
to be celebrated and shared.” 

Medway council’s children’s services boss 
Les Wicks said: “I congratulate the staff on 
the hard work they are putting in to giving 
their pupils the very best chances in life.”

Humph is the proof some 
people are irreplaceable 


SO RADIO 4’s I’m Sorry I Haven’t 
a Clue is going to continue without 
Humphrey Lyttelton. How can this 
be? Alter all, he made the show 

Who can replace those droll lines where it 
seemed Humph would rather be anywhere 
else in the world than hosting a panel game? 
Or the ribald quips about non-existent scorer 
Samantha? 

He also had a lot of cheeky lines about Lionel 
Blair, and rude remarks about Just a Minute 
host Nicholas Parsons. 

There were also the digs at the show’s resi¬ 
dent pianist Colin Sell (“who spent many 
years studying the piano, and then announced 
that, yes, it was a piano”). 

He did not so much bounce off the panellists, 
such as regulars Graeme Garden, Barry 
Cryer, Tim Brooke-Taylor and the late Willie 
Rushton, as keep them in check. 

In programmes such as Have I Got News 
For You, the host often tries to be as funny as 


the guests. Humph didn’t seem to do that. He 
just played his character, if you like, the old 
fuddy-duddy. That’s not to say he didn’t 
acknowledge a cheer from the audience. 

He seemed to hate the fact that he had to 
host these silly games, and would often seem 
to fall asleep during rounds of Momington 
Crescent. 

Humph was once in the avant-garde of the 
British jazz scene and if it wasn’t for pop music 
he may have continued to be one of the most 
successful artists in the UK 

Still, he did sell many thousands of records 
and CDs, the most memorable being Bad 
Penny Blues. He also hosted The Best Of Jazz 
on Radio 2. 

He performed at the Folkestone amphithe¬ 
atre with his band, where he showed the same 
cheeky line of banter. I recall that at one point 
he told the audience: “I keep thinking I’m on 
Clue.” 

Where can they find a host who knew he did¬ 
n’t have to try too hard? He made the phrase:

But it’s not so much the showman as the 
craftsman, adding slick polish to a show while 
pretending that you’re actually dismissing it, 
reminiscent of Les Dawson on Blankety 
Blank. 

No, Humph is irreplaceable. It just wouldn’t 
make to sense to have Charlotte Green 
announce the programme, the famous theme 
music start up and have a host that’s not 
Humph. He made it look so simple, but there 
was an art to his madness. 

Clue was the perfect show for him and he 
was the perfect host. Host: a word that sug¬ 
gests generosity and suaveness. And that was 
Humph. It should be pointed out, if you hadn’t 
guessed, that this blogger does not live in 
North Wales.

Tell us a little about yourself 

I am 52 and live in Frindsbury. I am a mother of three. 
One of my daughters is blind and has cerebral palsy. 

What is your role? 

I am fund-raising manager for Cerebral Palsy Care Kent, 
based in Cliffe Woods, and have been for ten years. It is 
mine and my team's job to raise £325,000 a year to keep 
the centre going, as we do not receive statutory funding. 

What does the charity do? 

Provides conductive education for children with cerebral 
palsy and similar motor disorders. We also provide care in 
the community, a day centre and a life skills department. 

What made you get involved? 

As my daughter has cerebral palsy, it is a charity that is 
very close to my heart. I wanted to give something back. 

How important is the work the charity does? 

Very. It is the only centre in Kent to offer free conductive 
education based on the work of the Peto Institute in 
Hungary. The life skills group teaches independence and 
self-reliance to adults with disabilities. Care services 
provides care in the homes of young, old and disabled 
people. The day centre provides a weekly club where 
elderly people with disabilities can socialise. 

What has the charity got lined up? 

We are starting a marketing campaign and have a new 
website. Fund-raisers coming up including the Cliffe 
Woods 10l< and two-mile fun runs, and the Sapphire Ball.

Tread carefully over 
planned academy 

The news that Chatham is to get its 
own academy paid for by the 
Government is good news for 
children and for the community. 

An academy in Chatham will mean 
a new school with great facilities 
and opportunities for young people 
in some of the most deprived parts 
of Medway. 

However, Medway Council needs 
to tread carefully. Local people will 
have concerns about the plans 
which include the closures of 
Chatham South and Medway 


Community College. Chatham 
South is a good and popular school. 
Retaining the ethos of the school 
will be important in setting up the 
new academy. 

There will also be concerns about 
the children already at the two 
schools and it will be important to 
retain existing arrangements during 
the transition so preparations for 
exams are not disrupted. 

Parents will want assurances that 
what they signed up for will 
continue. In fact, when it comes to 
retaining the ethos, admissions 
arrangements, academy leadership 
and teaching arrangements, there 
are striking similarities between the 
Chatham academy and the plans in 
Strood where campaigners had to 
fight to secure concessions from the 
council. 

In Chatham, there are concerns 
that the decision has already been 
made and that only one option is 
being offered to parents during the 
consultation. Some of those concerns 
surround the decision to create a 
faith school, with the Church of 
England as the lead sponsor. 

Chatham has a diverse population 
and already has one faith school. If 
the academy is also a faith school, 
there will not be a secular option in 
Chatham. 

The new governing body will have 
to work extremely hard to fit in with 
the community and the council will 
do well to ensure that local people 
are well represented on the 
governing body. 

It took a letter from a Government 
minister, Lord Adonis, to provide the 
assurances in Strood and many 
concerns still exist, especially about 
the actions of Medway’s Tory run- 
council, the latest being about the 
way the expression of interest has 
been handled. 


Medway Council needs to works 
with the community to make sure 
the Chatham academy is a success 
from day one and I hope the 
council learns its lesson from what 
was a shambolic consultation 
process in Strood.

The Coral get 
ready to rock 

But band bans wellies for festival spot 


HEADLINERS The Coral 
are getting ready to Lounge 
on the Farm as Kent’s festi¬ 
val season continues. 

The Mercury Prize-nominated 
band will top an impressive bill that 
includes an array of big names and 
exciting new talent. 

The line-up so far includes 
Lightspeed Champion, Black Kids, 
Mystery Jets, The Draytones, 
Underground Heroes, and countless 
others. 

For The Coral, Lounge on the Farm 
will be another chance to have fun in 
the sun (hopefully) though there is a 
ban on a certain item of festival 
footwear, as organ player Nick Power 
revealed. 

“I take my boots with me, but 
there’s a welly ban,” he said. “I think 
they just look silly.” 

The band started out as members 
of the Liverpool music scene and 
released their self-titled debut album 
in 2002. They were still in their late 
teens and early 20s at the time and 
have released four more albums 
since then. Power believes that any

developments in their sound have 
occurred naturally, rather than 
through any conscious decision. 

“It’s always changing,” he said. “If 
you’re good, it will always change. If 
you’re original, it doesn’t matter 
what you’re doing - if you strive to be 
original in life, even away from 
music, it will come out.” 

Their many fans include hard-to- 
please Noel Gallagher, who even lent 
them the use of his studio and vin¬ 
tage equipment to record their latest 
album Roots & Echoes. 

“He doesn’t throw lots of compli¬ 
ments at you,” Power said. “We’ve 
toured with him and he said ‘use our 
studio for nothing’. He came down a 
few times. Noel’s done lots of stuff to 
help us because he likes us.” 

Having formed as teenagers in 
Merseyside, The Coral seemed to be 
pretty confident of their ability to 
produce good tunes. 

When their debut album was nom¬ 
inated for the prestigious Mercury 


Prize, Power was less than impressed 
with the industry endorsement. 

“I had seen the judges and I don’t 
need to be given an A* from a jour¬ 
nalist in a suit,” he said. “I don’t need 
them to say that it’s alright. I won’t 
judge someone who is good because 
they probably know already. I don’t 
really get it.” 

Once the festival season is over The 
Coral will be starting work on a new 
album, though this will be achieved 
in their own style. 

“It sort of falls into place,” Power 
said.

IT is exactly two years since 
Audrey Tautou teamed up with 
Tom Hanks in Hollywood block¬ 
buster The Da Vinci Code. But 
rather than use the experience to 
launch an assault on the American 
film industry, the diminutive 
French starlet chose simply to slip 
quietly back out of the limelight. 

“I don't want to do an anonymous Hollywood 
movie which is why I'm not interested in those 
types of experiences,” she explains. 

“I like my work and I like to work, because I 
like to meet people, so it really depends on the 
people I'm going to work with. 

“It’s not a question of language, or country or 
where the production is set, it’s only a question 
of people and talent.” 

Audrey first came to the world’s attention in 
2001 French language film Amelie, the tale of 
a shy but eccentric Parisian girl, who finds 
pleasure in observing other people’s lives and 
subtly interfering with them. 

Then came her first English role the follow¬ 
ing year as a struggling Turkish woman in 
Dirty Pretty Things, Stephen Frears’ drama 
about immigrants in London. 

Now she is back speaking in her native 
tongue in the romantic comedy Priceless, 
alongside a young Nicholas Cage lookalike, 
Gad Elmaleh. 

Audrey plays Irene, a scheming gold digger 
who mistakes shy waiter Jean (Gad) for a mil¬ 
lionaire. When she finds out he doesn’t actual¬ 
ly have a penny to his name, she runs off to the 
Cote d’Azur. 

Jean follows and sets himself up as a male 
gigolo to earn some money - and Irene’s 
respect. Before long the pair inevitably fall in 
love. 

“I loved this movie, because yes it’s a roman-

tic comedy, but in other ways it’s cruel and 
heartless,” Audrey says. 

“It’s not like a sweet sugary comedy where 
it’s all about romance and love. It’s quite dark, 
like a satire.” 

After playing very likeable characters in 
Amelie and The Da Vinci Code, Irene is some¬ 
thing of a departure for the 31-year-old 
actress. 

“It was a good opportunity for me to play a 
strong character,” she admits. 

“She’s tough but she’s also special because 
her motivation is from something in her 
youth. I really think she has an admiration - 
almost a compulsion - for this luxury uni¬ 
verse. 

“She thinks to be happy she needs to be in 
the universe of money. It’s like a security for 
her. But in a way she avoids true feelings.” 

For Audrey, the daughter of a dentist and a 
teacher from the Auvergne, money has never 
been important - and now she has earned her 
fair share through the success of her films, she 
finds it hard to come to terms with being well- 
off.

“For me, it’s still a novelty. I still feel like a 
foreign character with money.” 

Despite all the critical acclaim she has 
received, with a Bafta nomination to boot, 
Audrey admits she still has doubts about her 
acting ability. 

“I am not self-confident at all,” she reveals. 
“It’s a paradox in a way. I would say I know 
what I don’t want to do, but I don’t know what 
I can do. 

“I need to be reassured. Most of the time, 
when I’m hired for a part, I always think 
there’s been some kind of mistake.” 

Worries aside, Audrey’s career success looks 
set to continue, albeit on this side of the 
Atlantic and she is working on a biopic of fash¬ 
ion icon Coco Chanel.

IT is easy at times to read 
holiday brochures promis¬ 
ing relaxation for parents 
and non-stop entertain¬ 
ment for children, and 
ponder if the combination 
is an impossible dream.

Brit buyers look 
south and west 

BRITONS are still buying homes in con¬ 
tinental Europe, where cash goes fur¬ 
ther than it does in the domestic mar¬ 
ket, according to analysts. 

Paul Collins is property editor at over¬ 
seas investor magazine BuyAssociation. 

He said the attraction was not just 
financial gains, but the use of homes in 
the sun for holidays. 

This makes southern and western 
European countries the most popular 
areas in which to buy. 

Mr Collins said: “They will remain 
that way because of the ease of getting 
to them and the fact that the culture 
and economy is geared to foreigners 
buying property.” 

Emerging markets such as the former 
Eastern Bloc countries are still attrac¬ 
tive to those looking for a purely finan¬ 
cial investment. 

Among the factors which help this are 
favourable immigration policies adopted 
by European Union states, many of 
which favour newcomers who can speak 
English. 

In many countries, a points system 
operates which has a clear bias in 
favour of English speakers. 

Southern comfort 
defies the gloom 

THE South East saw the second highest 
growth in house prices across the UK as 
people in the region continued to defy the 
national credit crunch. 

Latest figures take into account the 
change in prices in the 12 months lead¬ 
ing up to April. 

The highest annual house price growth 
was in London (7.5 per cent), followed by 
the South East (6.3 per cent). 

Kent remains one of the most attrac¬ 
tive places to buy in the country because 
of its communication links, including the 
high-speed rail link to London set to 
open next year. 

Building projects such as the Thames 
Gateway and Ashford and its surrounds, 
are reportedly also unaffected by the 
recent gloom around the market. 

Price rises in the North were far less 
impressive, in some areas just reaching 
one per cent. 

The annual UK house price growth 
rate for first-time buyers fell from 4.9 per 
cent in March to 3.9 per cent in April. 

However, national trends continue to 
look gloomy, with some experts predict¬ 
ing a two-year slump in the market. 


Cheap, but beware 
studio flat pitfalls

AS house prices fall, the idea of a 
studio flat becomes more attractive to 
buyers - but experts warn that there 
can be pitfalls. 

Price is the main attraction and stamp duty is 
lower on a studio. But when the property market 
looks in good health, they are far less popular... so 
more difficult to sell on. 

Other disadvantages include the lack of a second 
bedroom for guests or the possibility of letting accom¬ 
modation and the way that estate agents calculate the 
worth of a property, using floor space as a major factor. 

Additional minus factors include a lack of flexibility 
on floor usage because of the obvious limited space. 

“When the market weakens and prices slip a little, 
it brings studios within reach of a wider audience,” 
said Andy Finch, head of new homes sales in 
Manchester for Knight Frank. 

“Buyers can save between £20,000 and £25,000, 
compared with a small one-bedroom emit.” 

But, while cheaper than one-bedroom properties, 
studios may not represent great value, according to 
market analysts, when the bigger picture is taken 
into account. 

“Estate agents are now valuing property on the 
price per square footage, and this is not very flatter¬ 
ing for studio apartments,” said Russell Hunt, of 
Property Hunt. 

There are other drawbacks to a one-room flat. A 
separate bedroom provides first-time buyers with 
the option to let a room if their monthly mortgage 
payments rise. And studios rarefy provide a long¬ 
term base. 

“Buyers and tenants grow out of studios more 
quickly than one-bed flats,” said Mr Hunt. “The 
market for studios is very select, so in a buoyant 
period could prove tricky to sell.” 

Finance for a studio can also present problems. 

“Lenders are not keen to lend on studios,” said 
Melanie Bien, of Savills Private Finance. 

“Much depends on the size of the property. They will 
want it to be at least 380 sq ft before they will lend. 

“Part of the reason is concern over the resale value. 
There is far more demand for one-beds than studios, 
so it should be much easier to sell the former than the 
latter - and that protects the lender’s investment.”

TOYOTA’S Yaris supermini has been 
voted Green Car of the Year 2008 by the 
Environmental Transport Association 
(ETA) eco-watchdog.

IT is nothing like Volkswagen’s 
original Beetle ‘people’s car’, but 
the latest Passat goes a long way 
to pleasing many people. 

On one hand it competes with company car 
hacks like the Vauxhall Vectra; on the other it 
rivals executive models and proves that not 
everyone is seduced by a three-pointed 
Mercedes star or BMW propeller badge, when 
they can buy a roomy and fully-loaded Passat 
for a lot less. 

But can the VeeDub really compete with big 
executive names, including sister brand 
Audi? We tested a high spec 2.0 TDI170 SEL 
- £23,500 if you include the optional (£1,320) 
six-speed DSG gearbox - the twin-clutch unit 
that drives beautifully whether you select 
auto or manual. 

The car’s chassis and dynamics represent a 
major advance on its beautifully made yet 
flawed predecessor; the latest car’s underpin¬ 
nings being based on the excellent Golf plat¬ 
form that has revolutionised many other mod¬ 
els across the ever-growing VW group family. 


Grip and responsiveness are excellent, yet 
the car delivers just the right level of comfort 
and refinement, especially noticeable across 
rural Kent after winter’s usual upsurge of 
potholes, fraying edges and cracks. Needless 
to say, even in this high-output 170PS form, 
the 2.0-litre VW diesel is smooth and is well 
insulated from the cabin in any case, making 
the Passat a magnificent motorway cruiser 
and capable of delivering mid-40s to 50mpg. 

Cabin ambience is also high quality, with 
well-arranged and durable switchgear, plenti¬ 
ful stowage pockets and cubby holes and 
excellent space efficiency that underlines how 
well the car competes with the likes of the 
Mercedes E-Class, BMW 5-Series and Audi 
A6 from a much higher price range. 

And the provision of spacious leg and head 
room for three in the rear has not been at the 
expense of the boot - one of the largest in its 
class and a clue to the Estate’s huge load-lug¬ 
ging capacity. 

OK, the latest Passat is no ‘people’s car’ in 
the image of the original Beetle, but it offers 
the comforts of a higher class to the mass 
market - priced from £15,825-26,365.

A COMMERCIAL law partner at one of 
the South East’s leading law firms 
Furley Page has helped a UK offshoot of 
a global plastics manufacturing and 
supply group in two reorganisations in¬ 
volving asset and share purchases worth 
tens of millions of pounds.

Fuel rise unnecessary 

A MASSIVE £505 million in tax on fuel 
has been raked in by the Government in 
just a few weeks. The British Chambers 
of Commerce say this is the same as 
what will be raised by the proposed 2p 
fuel duty rise in October during this tax 
year - so the rise is unjustifiable. 

Its model estimates the increase in the 
North Sea oil tax revenues will be £390m 
of the £505m windfall, and £115m is 
extra VAT on fuel at the pump. 

Thames Gateway Chamber of Com¬ 
merce chief executive Tracey Manley 
said: “We have taken soundings from our 
members and, with the recession biting, 
it is incomprehensible they should be 
asked pay more for fuel. Many are strug¬ 
gling to remain competitive.” 

Avoid negative effect 

STRESS and depression can surface in 
any company - and they can have nega¬ 
tive knock-on effects on efficiency. 

Maidstone solicitors Brachers say that 
the Advisory, Conciliation and Arbi¬ 
tration Service has published guidance 
which indicates that three in every ten 
employees will have a mental health 
problem in any one year. 

Maria Passemard of its employment 
team said signs to look out for are: 
behavioural changes, inability to cope 
with workloads or pressure, loss of inter¬ 
est, absenteeism and personal conflicts.

'Sickies' gap widens 
- public sector staff 
three days off extra 



BETTER? Maybe, but public-sector workers take an average of nine days a year sick, three more than their private-sector counterparts 


A RECORD gap opened 
up last year between 
days off sick taken by 
public sector and private 
sector workers - with 
public sector workers 
taking an average of nine 
days and private workers 
less than six. 

The gulf between the two 
absence rates - the public was 55 
per cent higher than the 5.8-day 
private average - was revealed in 
a survey which showed that the 
private sector improved its rate, 
while the public sector remained 
static compared with 2006. 

The findings, in the latest 
CBI/AXA Absence Survey, also 
showed that of the 172 million 
days lost to absence in 2007, more 
than one in ten -12 per cent - are 
thought to be non-genuine. 

These 21 million ‘sickies’ cost 
the economy £1.6 billion and two- 
thirds of employers think that 
some staff are using them to 
extend weekends. 

Sixty per cent said that fake 
sickness was used to extend 
holiday, and a third of employers 
suspect that ‘sickies’ are used for 
special events like birthdays and 
major football games. 

As a whole, absence from work 
cost the UK economy £13.2 billion 
last year - while in the South 


East the average employee in the 
South East took 7.4 days sick. 

CBI South East regional direc¬ 
tor Malcolm Hyde said: “Everyone 
agrees that sick people need time 
off work. 

“But employers face two serious 
and expensive challenges - deal¬ 
ing with bogus sick days, and 
helping those with long-term 
illness return to work when they 
are fit to do so. 


“People who award themselves 
‘sickies’ are acting unfairly, leav¬ 
ing their colleagues to pick up 
their work. 

“Those with long-term illnesses 
need time to recover - nobody 
expects anyone to be at the office 
checking their emails the day 
after a heart bypass. 

“But in many cases, like those 
involving stress or back pain, 
firms that keep in touch with 


employees and offer flexible work¬ 
ing have been successful at reduc¬ 
ing long-term absence levels.” 

Although only five per cent of 
absence spells became long-term, 
they accounted for a massive 
40 per cent of all time lost, costing 
£5.3 billion. 

Long-term absence accounted 
for half of all time lost in the 
public sector, but under a third 
(31 per cent) in the private sector.

Gills strike gold as 
Mulligan opts to stay

HE wouldn’t turn down a Thierry 
Henry, or a Cristiano Ronaldo, but 
Gillingham manager Mark Stim- 
son believes that an “old-fashioned 
target man” could complete a 
formidable striking unit next sea¬ 
son. 

Following the news that Gary Mulligan has 
finally agreed to stay at Priestfield, Stimson 
now feels the Gills need a battering ram of a 
player. 

He told Yourmedway: “I’m after a big, physi¬ 
cal player, an old fashioned target man, but 
the trouble is, there are not too many of them 
around. Modem day footballers aren’t really 
built that way.” 

Stimson confirmed the Gills had their eye on 
“one or two” strikers, but it is understood that 
neither the former Gravesend & Northfleet 
hitman Charlie MacDonald, nor former Gills 
striker Bas Savage are in their sights. 

Mulligan’s decision to renew his contract, 
over a month after he was first offered a deal, 
has made Stimson’s search less urgent. 

The Gills manager said he was unperturbed 
by the delay, claiming he was happy to have 
got his man. 

He said: “I don’t know why he took so long, I 
think he just needed a period of time. 

“He came in this week and told me he want¬ 
ed to sign and that he’s looking forward to 
playing for a team at the top of the table 
rather than the bottom.” 

Mulligan, who first joined the Gills on loan 


from Sheffield United in 2006, averaged one 
goal every six games last season, but Stimson 
backed him to come good in League Two 
He said: “I think he can be a very good play¬ 
er for us. 


“We’ve got three good strikers now with 
Mulligan, (Simeon Jackson) and (Dennis) Oli, 
plus two young lads in Luis Cumbers and 
Andy Pugh who could have a big part to play, 
we just need a fourth striker.”
